A GARAGE is recognized as a real necessity, an 
integral part of any home. It is shelter and protection 
for a substantial investment, the automobile. It can 
contribute to or detract from the pleasing appearance of 
the home. Therefore it is important that it be in 
architectural harmony with the home it supplements. 

Cars vary in length, height and width, and allowance 
must be made for possible purchase of a larger car. 



GARAGE 

If the garage is to house lawn and garden tools or 
other equipment, these factors must be weighed in 
determining the proper size of the garage. 

Working blueprints of the garages shown in this book 
may be obtained on short notice from your lumber 
dealer. Various methods of building garages are shown 
in the following cross section drawings.

Figure 1 shows a type of garage 
construction that is recommended as 
the best. The studdings are placed 
16" on center with a single plate at 
the bottom and a double plate at the 
top with cross ties placed four feet 
center to center. The rafters are also 
placed 16" center to center and 
shiplap sheathing is used under the 
siding. The cornice is of the closed 
type and is clearly shown in the 
drawing. The foundation is of suf- 
ficient height to keep the wood from 
contact with the ground — foundation 
bolts are shown as to size and spac- 
ing. 

Figure 2 shows a wall section of a 
garage much simpler to construct. 
The studdings and rafters are placed 
24" center to center. The cornice is 
of the open type and the shiplap 
sheathing under the siding has been 
eliminated, the outside walls being of 
drop siding. 

Figure 3 shows to what extent it is 
possible to economize in building a 
garage. In this drawing the con- 
struction is similar to that shown in 
figure 2 except most of the cornice 
has been omitted.

Figure 5 shows the sid^ 
jamb section for the 
same door. The various 
members of the door 
frame are made up from 
standard yard stock and 
no special machine work 
will be necessary for the 
making of the door 
frame. The door stops 
are fastened to the side 
and head jambs with 
screws for easy adjust- 
ment of the doors. 
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Figures 6 and 7 show 
the details of a garags 
door frame when the 
garage doors are to be 
hung on hinges. The 
various members are 
standard yard stock with 
the exception of the 
jambs which are selected 
2x6, rabitted as shown. 
If the outside walls are 
to have shiplap sheath- 
ing and beveled siding 
instead of drop siding, 
the same door f ram? 
may be used.

Figure 8 shows the details of a 
frame with a fixed sash. The 
frame is of simple construction 
and easy to build on the job, 
thereby eliminating the need for 
a ready made frame. The size of 
the sash most commonly used is 
9x12 — 4 light — I 1 /*". 

The jamb material for the 
head and sides is dressed l"x4's" 
with dressed l"x2" blind stops. 
The sill material is selected 2"x6" 
dimension stock. The outside 
casings are lx4's and the stops 
required to complete the frame 
are VVxl Vs". 

This frame is the simplest and 
most common form of garage 
sash frame. If the sill is pitched 
sufficiently to carry away water 
this frame will give good service 
for many years. 
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Shown here in Figure 9 are the 
installation details for the slip- 
head sash frame and sash. As 
can be seen from the drawings of 
the head jamb section, there is a 
slot in the head jamb which per- 
mits the sash to slide upward. 

There are many advantages to 
be found in this type of a 
frame — the principal ones being 
as follows: 

1. Easy installation because it 
can be purchased as a com- 
plete pre-fitted and packaged 
unit. 

2. Saving in carpenter labor be 
cause it is already assembled. 

3. Convenience of being able to 
open the sash for ventilation 
in the garage. The sash can be 
opened to any position that 
may be desired. 

4. Watertightness, due to being 
made with precision machin- 
ery and of good design.

CORNER DETAILS 



Here in Figure 10 is shown a corner post built with 
the use of three 2x4's. This post is used in the better 
type of construction and especially when the garage 
is attached to the house and when inside nailing surface 
is necessary. 



Figure 1 1 shows a corner post built with the use of a 
single 2x4. For load-bearing purposes a single 2x4 is 
sufficient for the corner post of a light frame building 
when inside nailing is not needed. If nailing surface is 
wanted, it will be necessary to build it up as shown in 
Figure 10.
